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FRIDAY  EVENING  SERVICES 

On  the  evening  of  December  2nd,  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg  will  interpret  the  Nazi  attack  on  the  Bible. 
Is  the  most  recent  German  campaign  against 
Scripture  a  result  of  blind  caprice  or  does  it 
lie  in  the  fact  that  there  are  ideological  conflicts 
between  Scripture  and  Fascist  thought?  If  so, 
what  are  the  central  presuppositions  of  the  Bible? 

On  December  9th  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  give 
picture  of  one  of  the  most  interesting  byplays 
in  the  whole  of  Jewish  history— of  the  three 
gifted  Jewish  women,  Dorothea  Mendelssohn, 
Rahel  Lewin  and  Henrietta  Herz,  who  as  leaders 
of  a  metropolitan  social  life  in  the  nineteenth 
century  Germany  played  a  major  role  in  the 
making  of  the  psychology  of  the  modern  Jew. 
The  sermon  will  be  based  on  the  volume,  "Salon 
Sketches,"  by  Bertha  Meyer,  Professor  of  German 
at  McGill  University.

3.  For  Chanukah:  B'rochos  (Blessings  for  kindling 
Chanukah  candles);  Rock  of  Ages  (in  English); 
Haneros  Halolu;  S'vivon. 

These  records  are  obtainable  at  all  music 
stores  at  $2.50  per  album.  The  album  is  very 
attractive  and  would  make  an  ideal  Chanukah 
gift.

BRILLIANT  SUCCESS 

The  columns  of  The  Scroll  would  not  be  com¬ 
plete  without  a  picture  in  retrospect  of  the 
Testimonial  Dinner  given  in  honor  of  Rabbi 
Milton  Steinberg  on  the  completion  of  his  five 
years  of  service  with  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue. 

Almost  four  hundred  and  fifty  guests  assembled 
in  the  Starlight  Room  of  the  Waldorf-Astoria  on 
Saturday  evening,  November  5th,  for  a  dinner 
program  and  dance  which  together  made  what 
is  perhaps  the  most  brilliant  evening  in  the 
history  of  our  congregation.  Mr.  Abraham  N. 
Geller,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Social 
Activities,  acted  as  Toastmaster.  Vivid  tributes 
were  paid  to  Rabbi  Steinberg  by  Professor 
Louis  Finkelstein,  Provost  of  the  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary,  representing  the  rabbinate  and 
the  world  of  Jewish  scholarship;  by  Mr.  Maurice 
Samuel,  author  and  lecturer,  as  spokesman  for 
Jewish  letters,  and  representing  the  congregation 
by  Mrs.  Milton  Heller,  President  of  the  Sisterhood, 
and  Mr.  Frederick  Finn,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.

The  bond  of  affection  between 
the  congregation  and  him  was  almost  tangible 
as  he  spoke. 

To  close  the  evening  there  was  dancing  which 
continued  far  into  the  night.  Only  those  who 
were  present  can  appreciate  how  admirable  the 
entire  function  was,  not  only  in  its  program  but 
in  the  impressive  gathering  which  included 
persons  of  distinction  in  Jewish  and  civic  affairs, 
and  in  the  tone  of  affection,  cordiality  and  hap¬ 
piness  that  pervaded  every  aspect  of  the  evening.
